"collection of broadband specific actions, data access and data manipulation routines". 

Examiner respectfully disagrees, Lukas explicitly dislcoses a "broadband specific actions" see Fig. 1 and col 4 lines 20-24. The 
multimedia bridge 32 serves as the data access module which would inherently incorporate the data manipulation routines as well as the 
individual users 34-37 having the same. Thus the examiner asserts that Lukas does dislcose the cited limitations and therefore the 
rejection is valid and stands. 
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
